Be it remembered that on the eighth day of September, 1986, His 
Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama, issued 
his proclamation convening the Legislature in extra session in words and 
figures as follows, to-wit: 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary occasion in the State of 
Alabama, which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama, in 
extraordinary session, as prescribed by Article V, Section 122, of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, 1901. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the legislature of the State 
of Alabama shall convene in extraordinary session at the seat of government, 
Alabama State House, in Montgomery, Alabama, at 10 a.m. on Monday, 
September 8, 1986, and I do hereby designate the following subjects and 
matters, which I, as Governor, deem necessary to be considered and acted 
upon by said Legislature, in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation relating to the levy of an additional tax and the collection 
and disposition of funds produced thereby, on certain alcoholic beverages, 
including, but not necessarily limited to beer, malt, or other brewed beverages, 
which legislation may but which shall not necessarily be an amendment of 
Section 28-3-184, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


2. Legislation to provide for the levy of a tax and the collection and 
disposition of funds produced thereby, on pari-mutuel betting or activities 
relating thereto, including but not necessarily limited to a five percent pool 
tax on the betting pools at racing facilities in the state, and/or privilege or 
license taxes relating to the same facilities, and breakage taxes relating to 
same. 


3. Legislation to levy a tax and to provide for the collection and 
disposition of funds produced thereby, on sales, receipts, and related activities 
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which take place at or in conjunction with racing facilities in the state, and/ 
or legislation clarifying the fact that prior legislation of a local nature, could 
not and did not legally exempt said racing facilities from their general legal 
obligation under the laws of the State of Alabama to pay such taxes, or 
legislation amending, modifying, or rescinding any laws relating thereto. 


4. Legislation to amend, modify, change, terminate, or rescind some 
or all provisions of Alabama law including but not necessarily limited to 
Section 40-23-1, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, which legislation 
currently has the effect of exempting, by law or definition, certain gross 
proceeds or gross receipts of sales within the State of Alabama. 


5. Legislation relating to the levy of an additional tax and the collection 
and disposition of funds produced thereby, on cigarettes sold within the 
State of Alabama and/or on other tobacco products, including but not 
necessarily limited to additional privilege and license taxes on the sale, 
pe use, consumption, for delivery of cigarettes within the State of 

abama. 


6. Legislation to levy a tax and to provide for the collection and 
disposition of the funds produced thereby, on municipal corporations who 
operate municipal public utilities, including but not necessarily limited to a 
2.2 percent license tax on gross receipts of said utilities or the municipal 
corporations operating same. 


7. Legislation to repeal, modify, change, or amend certain provisions 
of Alabama law applicable to the Alabama use tax specifically, but not 
necessarily limited to Section 40-23-60, Code of Alabama, 1975 as amended, 
and any other legislation which the legislature deems appropriate to include 
in the definition of “retail sale” the process known as “withdrawals from 
inventory by licensed retail dealers and to correct or alleviate the possible 
adverse consequences from recent Alabama Supreme Court rulings relating 
to said statute and statutory interpretations thereof. 


8. Legislation relating to the levy of an additional special tax and the 
collection and disposition of funds produced thereby, on carbonated soft 
drinks. Which legislation may include a five cents tax on containers of less 
than one liter, and eight cents tax on containers of greater than one liter 
and up to two liters, a ten cents tax on containers of greater than two liters 
and up to three liters and an additional one cent tax on each liter over 
three liters, but said legislation would not necessarily be limited to these tax 
amounts nor these volume amounts, which could be either greater or lesser. 


9. Legislation to allow or require cutbacks or terminations of services, 
programs, or expenditures that the legislature determines to be inappropriate, 
wasteful, or an otherwise unreasonable expenditure of public funds. 


10. Legislation for any of the human service agencies of the State of 
Alabama or legislation directly applicable to any of the human service agencies 
of the State of Alabama which is or may be designed to produce revenues, 
either directly or indirectly to help said agencies avoid current or future 
financial problems, or legislation for said departments designed to limit or 
restrict numbers or classes of persons who are or might be legally entitled 
to services by the respective departments and agencies and legislation for 
said departments or directly relating to said departments dealing with per- 
sonnel policies, procedures, and legal rights of patients, recipients, or em- 
ployees which is intended to assist said departments in dealing in the most 
efficient, economical, and fair way possible with the employees of said 
departments. 
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IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand as Governor 
of the State of Alabama and caused this Proclamation to be attested by the 
Secretary of State at the capitol, in the City of Montgomery, on this the 
8th day of September, 1986.

by the Legislature to provide a solution to the financial problems of the 
State of Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, it is the strong sense of the House, however, that the tax 
measures we have been called to address will by no means provide a permanent 
solution to our problem but are, instead, another case of treating symptoms 
in lieu of curing the disease; and 


WHEREAS, we therefore are united in our opinion that the adminis- 
tration should withdraw the “band-aid” package we have been asked to 
consider and substitute, instead, both tax and spending reforms of a per- 
manent nature; failing such action, we then would respectfully request that 
the current special session be called off and that a panel be created to study 
not only tax reform, but spending reform as well, that we might responsibly 
meet the state’s obligations to its citizens; now therefore,

WHEREAS, the Southeast Compact Commission has repeatedly failed 
to grant the same equitable consideration to the State of Alabama in refusing 
to consider the present hazardous waste disposal facility in Emelle, Alabama 
which provides a waste disposal site to every other member state of the 
Compact; and 


WHEREAS, the people of the State of Alabama have presented their 
case to the Commission and have requested for their safety, welfare, and 
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good health the same fair and equitable consideration as afforded the State 
of South Carolina; and 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature has reserved under the 1982 Leg- 
islation the right to agree, consent, disagree or withdraw from the Southeast 
Compact Commission should it desire; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Alabama Legis- 
lature does hereby request and demand that the interests of the people of 
the State of Alabama be protected, that fairness be applied, and that the 
Southeast Compact Commission clearly recognize that Alabama’s proper 
position in the technical rankings should be, with consideration given to the 
existing hazardous waste disposal site in Alabama, number seven just above 
the State of South Carolina.

Rep. Coburn, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H.61. To further amend Section 40-23-1, Alabama Code, 1975, as 
amended, which Section contains various definitions applicable to the Ala- 
bama Sales Tax, so as to clarify and remove ambiguity from, the definitions 
“gross proceeds of sale”, “gross receipts” and “sale at retail or retail sale.” 
The intent of this bill is to repeal the 1983 amendment of these definitions 
so as to replace the repealed definitions with the pre-existing definitions of 


these terms. 


H.62. To further amend Section 40-23-60, Alabama Code, 1975, as 
amended, which Section contains various definitions applicable to the Ala- 
bama Use Tax, so as to clarify and remove ambiguity from, the definition

amendment of this definition so as to replace the repealed definition with 
the pre-existing definition of this term.

public school teachers, appraisal and evaluation programs, classification for 
current and new teachers, appeals, and progress reports, so as to delay for 
one year the implementation of phase II of the Alabama Performance-Based 
Career Incentive Program Act. 
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Rep. Smith, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture and 
Forestry, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H.55. To amend Section 2-19-131, providing for certification of the 
official cotton growers’ organization to allow said organization to borrow 
funds for the purpose of eradicating the boll weevil; to amend Section 2-19- 
135, providing procedures to be used when assessments are not paid to also 
declare that assessments constitute a lien which the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture and Industries is authorized to collect.

Escott, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Gov- 
ernment, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H.26. To propose and provide for the submission of an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended; providing that no law 
whose purpose or effect is to provide for a new or increased expenditure of 
county funds held or disbursed by the county governing body shall become 
effective as to any county of this state until the first day of the fiscal year 
next following the passage of such law unless such law is approved by a 
resolution duly adopted by and spread upon the minutes of the county

city or town may then be authorized to pledge to the payment of bonded 
or other indebtedness. 


H. 80. To amend Section 12-14-14, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to 
authorize the governing body of each municipality having a municipal court 
to fix by ordinance the costs in such court in an amount not to exceed a 
maximum amount of $15.00. 


H.48. To amend the Alabama Constitution of 1901 to provide bonds 
for the purpose of acquiring and improving certain land located in Mobile 
County for use by the Department of the Navy of the United States of 
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America; acquiring and/or developing land for use as one or more industrial 
parks; constructing and equipping an intergovernmental office and service 
center for agricultural agencies; acquiring, constructing and equipping ad- 
ditions and improvements to the County Courthouse building; acquiring, 
constructing and equipping additions to the County Jail facility; and refunding 
all or a portion of certain of the County’s outstanding general obligation 
warrants.

AN ACT 


To amend the Alabama Constitution of 1901 to provide bonds for the 
purpose of acquiring and improving certain land located in Mobile County 
for use by the Department of the Navy of the United States of America; 
acquiring and/or developing land for use as one or more industrial parks; 
constructing and equipping an intergovernmental office and service center 
for agricultural agencies; acquiring, constructing and equipping additions and 
improvements to the present County Courthouse building; acquiring, con- 
structing and equipping additions to the present County Jail facility; and 
refunding all or a portion of certain of the County’s outstanding general 
obligation warrants; and to authorize bonds for the purpose of refunding 
certain of the County’s obligations which are secured by a special bond tax. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
is proposed, and shall be valid as part of the Constitution when approved 
by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and upon proclamation 
by the Governor: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT: 


Section A. As used in this Amendment the following terms shall be 
given the following respective meanings: 


“County” means Mobile County. 


“Outstanding Warrants” means those two General Obligation Warrants 
of the County, each in the principal amount of $1,000,000, dated April 15, 
1986 and maturing October 15, 1986, and any of the County’s notes, warrants 
or bonds issued after October 1, 1986 to refund such General Obligation 
Warrants. 
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“Special Tax” means the annual ad valorem tax at the rates of 65 one 
hundredths of 1 per centum (equivalent to 6% mills on each dollar) of the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property in the County authorized to be 
levied by the County by the Amendment known as Amendment XVIII[18] 
to the Constitution of Alabama, as amended by the Amendments to the 
Constitution known as Amendments CLII[152], CCCI[301] and 
CCCLXII[363], and also provided for in the Amendments to the Constitution 
known as Amendments C[100], CX XII[122], CLI[151], CXCIII[193], 
CXCV[195], CCC[300], and CDXLVII[447]. 


Section B. The County is hereby authorized to issue from time to time 
its bonds, not exceeding $14,500,000 in aggregate principal amount, of which 
not in excess of $2,000,000 in aggregate principal amount shall be issued for 
the purpose of acquiring and improving, alone or in conjunction with other 
counties or municipal corporations, certain land located in the County for 
use by the Department of the Navy of the United States of America; not 
in excess of $2,000,000 in aggregate principal amount shall be issued for the 
purpose of acquiring and/or developing land, in one or more locations, for 
use as One or more industrial parks; not in excess of $500,000 in aggregate 
principal amount shall be issued for the purpose of constructing and equipping 
an intergovernmental office and service center for agricultural agencies; not 
in excess of $3,500,000 in aggregate principal amount shall be issued for the 
purpose of acquiring, constructing and equipping additions and improvements 
ta the present County Courthouse building in the County; not in excess of 
$4,500,000 in aggregate principal amount shall be issued for the purpose uf 
acquiring, constructing and equipping additions and improvements to the 
present County Jail facilities in the County; and not in excess of $2,000,000 
in aggregate principal amount shall be issued for the purpose of refunding 
all or any portion of the Outstanding Warrants. 


Section C. The County is hereby authorized to issue from time to time 
its bonds for the purpose of refunding all or any portion of any obligations 
of the County outstanding as of October 1, 1986 which are payable out of 
the proceeds of the Special Tax. Such bonds may be issued in any principal 
amount so long as the net proceeds of the sale thereof, after payment of 
expenses of issuance and sale thereof, do not exceed the principal amount 
of the obligations to be refunded. Part of the cash proceeds paid to the 
County at the time of the sale of any such refunding bonds as a result of 
decreased debt service may be used by the governing body of the County 
to finance salary increases or bonuses for employees of the County, not to 
exceed five percent (5%) across the board for all employees. 


Section D. The aggregate principal amount of all bonds at any time 
issued under this Amendment, when added to the aggregate principal amount 
of all then outstanding bonds theretofore issued by the County under any 
other Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama that are payable from or 
secured by the Special Tax shall not exceed 6% per centum of the assessed 
valuation of the taxable property situated in the County as assessed for state 
taxation for the state tax year next preceding that during which any bonds 
herein authorized shall be issued. 


No bonds may be issued under the authority of this Amendment until 
after the question of the issuance of such bonds shall have been submitted 
to the qualified electors of the County at any election called for that purpose 
by the governing body of the County and a majority of the said qualified 
electors voting at the said election shall have voted in favor of the issuance 
of such bonds; provided, that if a majority of the qualified electors of the 
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County participating in the election at which this Amendment is voted on 
and voting on the question of the adoption of this Amendment shall vote 
for the adoption thereof, then the approval of this Amendment expressed 
by the said vote in favor of its adoption shall of itself authorize the issuance 
of the bonds provided for in this Amendment and no additional election by 
the electors of the County shall be required to authorize the issuance of the 
said bonds. If the majority of the qualified electors of the County participating 
in the election at which this Amendment is voted on and voting on the 
question of the adoption of this Amendment should not vote in favor of the 
adoption of this Amendment, or if the majority of the qualified electors of 
the County voting at any election called by the governing body of the County 
under the provisions of this Amendment should not vote in favor of the 
issuance of the bonds proposed at an election so called, the governing body 
of the County may from time to time call other elections hereunder on the 
issuance of such bonds, but not more than one such election shall be held 
during any period of twelve consecutive months. Any such election called 
by the governing body of the County shall be called, held, conducted and 
canvassed, and may be contested, in the manner and within the time provided 
by the then existing general laws of Alabama pertaining to elections on the 
issuance of bonds by counties. 


The bonds issued hereunder shall be general obligations of the County 
for the payment of the principal of and interest on which the full faith and 
credit of the County shall be irrevocably pledged, and in addition thereto 
there shall be irrevocably pledged for payment of the said principal and 
interest so much of the Special Tax as may be necessary to pay the said 
principal and interest at the respective maturities of such bonds, each such 
pledge to be on a parity with all valid pledges of the Special Tax at any 
time heretofore or hereafter made, to such extent as shall not impair the 
obligation of any then existing valid prior pledges. 


Bonds may be issued under this Amendment in one or more series and 
may bear interest which is tax exempt under the laws of the State of Alabama 
and the United States of America or which is not exempt from such taxation. 
Bonds issued hereunder may be sold at either public or private sale in such 
manner, at such price or prices and at such time or times as may be 
determined by the governing body of the County to be most advantageous. 
The principal of each series of bonds issued under this Amendment shall 
mature in annual installments, the first of which installments shall mature 
not later than three (3) years after the date of the bonds of that series and 
the last of which shall mature not later than thirty (30) years after the date 
of the bonds of that series and otherwise may mature in such amounts 
during each fiscal year of the County as the governing body of the County 
shall determine, without regard to the limitations set forth in the Amendment 
to the Constitution known as Amendment CLII[152]; provided, that the 
maturities of each series of bonds issued under this Amendment shall be 
arranged so that the aggregate amount of principal and interest that will 
mature in any one fiscal year with respect to that series of bonds, and also 
all other bonds theretofore issued by the County and then outstanding that 
are payable out of or secured by a pledge of the Special Tax, shall not exceed 
the amount of the proceeds collected from the Special Tax during the then 
next preceding tax year. Except as herein otherwise provided, all bonds issued 
under this Amendment shall be issued in accordance with, and shall be 
subject to, the provisions of the general laws of Alabama existing at the 
time of the issuance of such bonds respecting the sale, execution, issuance 
and redemption of bonds by counties. The indebtedness evidenced by the 
bonds issued under this Amendment or under any other Amendment to the 
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Constitution which are payable out of or are secured by a pledge of the 
Special Tax shall be in addition to and shall not be charged against the 
limitation on the indebtedness of the County provided for in section 224 of 
the Constitution. 


The governing body of the County shall comply with the provisions of 
the State of Alabama competitive bid law (Section 41-16-20, et seq, Code 
of Alabama of 1975), to the extent such law is applicable. 


Section E. So long as the principal of or interest on any of the bonds 
issued under this Amendment remains unpaid, the governing body of the 
County shall continue the levy of the Special Tax at such rate as may be 
sufficient to pay the said principal and interest at their respective maturities; 
provided, that the total rate of the special tax that may be levied and 
collected for payment of the said bonds and all other bonds payable out of 
or secured by a pledge of the Special Tax shall not exceed the rate at which 
the County may levy the Special Tax as fixed under the Amendment to the 
Constitution known as Amendment CDXLVII[447], except to the extent 
that the said rate may be increased pursuant to provisions of this Constitution 
hereafter adopted. Such rate shall not be subject to adjustment pursuant to 
the provisions of the Amendment to the Constitution known as Amendment 
CXCV{195]. 


Section F. This amendment is not intended to ratify or validate any 
contractual arrangements heretofore or hereafter entered into with respect 
to the sale of any bonds issued and sold hereunder. 


SectionG. The provisions of this Amendment shall be self-executing, 
and authorization from, or other action by, the legislature shall not be a 
prerequisite to the issuance of bonds hereunder or the levy of the Special 
Tax for payment thereof. 


Section 2. An election on the proposed Amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next general election in this State. The election shall be held in 
accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution 
of Alabama as amended and the general election laws of this State. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed Amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the date 
appointed for the election in a newspaper in each County of the State. In 
every County in which no newspaper is published a copy of the notice shall 
be posted at each Courthouse and Post Office. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act shall be effective immediately 
upon ratification by the people and the Governor thereafter shall proclaim 
this Amendment as required by law. 


Section 5. It is hereby specifically declared that this Amendment is not

Section 1. There is hereby established a commission to be known as 
the Alabama Elections Commission.

Two lay persons appointed by the governor, one of whom shall be black; 


Two lay persons appointed by the lieutenant governor, one of whom 
shall be black;

Two lay persons appointed by the attorney general, one of whom shall 
be black; 


Five probate judges appointed by the probate judges’ association;

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Three county commissioners appointed by the county commissioners’ 
association; 


One circuit clerk appointed by the circuit clerks’ association; 

One municipal official appointed by the league of municipalities; 

One member to be appointed by the league of women voters; 

One member to be appointed by the Alabama political science association; 
One member to be appointed by the Alabama association of broadcasters; 
One member appointed by the Alabama press association. 

The chairman of the state democratic party; 

The chairman of the state republican party; and 

The secretary of state. 


Section 2. The secretary of state shall be designated the state chief 
election officer and shall serve as chairman of the commission and shall 
appoint a vice chairman from the other members of the commission. The 
secretary of state’s office shall provide technical and clerical assistance and 
support for the commission. 


Section 3. Vacancies during a commission member’s term shall be filled 
by the original appointing authority and said appointment shall be for the 
remainder of the existence of the commission. Members shall serve at the 
pleasure of their appointing authority. Members shall serve until their suc- 
cessors are duly appointed and assume office. Members shall receive com- 
pensation for actual expenses incurred in the performance of their duties.

Proposing an amendment to the constitution relating to Limestone 
County, the city of Athens in Limestone County and other political sub- 
divisions in Limestone County which formally agree to participation, to 
provide for a ‘“metropolitan-government” consisting of Limestone County, 
Athens, and such other participating political subdivisions which results from 
a merger of the political, corporate and economic functions into a single 
entity, the purpose of which is to provide for the economic and efficient 
merger of said governmental entities; to provide for a referendum election 
procedure to accomplish said merger and reorganization of governmental 
functions, and to provide that in the event this proposed constitutional 
amendment is not deemed local under Amendment 425 of the State con- 
stitution and is alternately voted upon statewide, then a majority of the 
qualified electors of Limestone County voting thereon and a majority of the 
qualified electors of the City of Athens voting thereon must vote in favor 
of this proposed amendment in order for the amendment to become valid 
and adopted. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the constitution 
when all requirements of Amendment 425 of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 are fulfilled: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


A. The purpose of this proposed amendment is to provide for the 
economic and efficient merger of the city of Athens and Limestone County 
and such other political subdivisions as by formal procedures agree to par- 
ticipate in the merger. 


B. Definitions: 


(1) “Metropolitan-government” means the political entity created by the 
merger of the political, corporate and economic functions of Limestone 
County, the city of Athens, and such other local governments as agree to 
participate, and shall have the powers and duties previously held by the 
county and the municipality(ies). 


(2) “Local government” means county, municipalities or special district. 
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(3) “Municipality” means any incorporated city or town. 


(4) “Special district” means an independent political subdivision created 
pursuant to general or special law for the purpose of performing one or a 
limited number of functions within prescribed boundaries. 


(5) “Constitutional officers” means the Sheriff, revenue commissioner, 
license commissioner, and probate judge, and such other public offices which 
are established by the constitution or by statute. 


C. Limestone County and any local government may merge to form a 
metropolitan-government. A metropolitan-government may exercise all pow- 
ers and duties assigned by general law to both cities and the county in the 
territory merged. 


D. Establishment of the metropolitan-government shall be initiated by 
a referendum which shall be participated in by Limestone County, the city 
of Athens and such other local governments wholly within Limestone County 
as by resolution of the governing body agree to participate as an entity. The 
procedure shall be conducted as follows: 


(1) Each governing body shall be authorized to adopt a resolution 
expressing intent to participate in the referendum. The referendum shall 
decide two questions: (a) passage of the constitutional amendment establishing 
metropolitan-government county-wide and (b) the approval for disincorpor- 
ation of the city of Athens and the disincorporation of such other local 
governments as agree iv paiticipate as an entity. The metronolitan-govern- 
ment shall be established: by approval of the constitutional amendment by 
a majority (one more than 50 percent) of the total votes cast county-wide 
for the constitutional amendment in the referendum and by approval of the 
separate disincorporation question by a majority (one more than 50 percent) 
of the total votes cast for the disincorporation question by voters in the 
city of Athens. Any other participating local government where the disin- 
corporation question receives a majority (one more than 50 percent) of the 
total votes cast on the disincorporation question in that jurisdiction shall 
also participate fully in the metropolitan-government. Upon passage of this 
constitutional amendment and the disincorporation question in their re- 
spective jurisdictions, the governing body of the city of Athens and such 
other local governments in Limestone County as agree to participate as an 
entity shall act to disincorporate when the metropolitan-government is es- 
tablished with the assumption of duties by the mayor and commission of 
the newly formed government. Those local governments in Limestone County 
that do not participate in the disincorporation question or where approval 
of disincorporation fails to receive a majority of the total votes cast on this 
question in the referendum shall not participate fully in the metropolitan- 
government regardless of the passage of this constitutional amendment county- 
wide, and the metropolitan-government jurisdiction shall apply to these 
jurisdictions only to the extent that county jurisdiction previously prevailed. 
Those local governments in Limestone County that do not participate in 
the disincorporation referendum or in the subsequent establishment of the 
metropolitan-government may later merge with the metropolitan-government 
upon action of their governing bodies to disincorporate. 


(2) Within one hundred eighty days of passage of this constitutional 
amendment and the approval of the disincorporation question in the city of 
Athens and any other participating cities, the probate judge shall call an 
election for the purpose of electing the metropolitan-government governing 
body to include the mayor and the metropolitan commission. Drawing of 
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district lines shall be completed within sixty days of passage of the amend- 
ment. 


(3) The newly elected officials shall assume office ninety days following 
their election to office. 


(4) Those constitutional officers of the county, having been duly elected 
for a specified term shall continue to serve. 


E. Service Districts. 


(1) A general services district shall include the entire area of Limestone 
County. Any service or function which is now or in the future assigned by 
state law to county government shall be performed in the general services 
district. 


(2) Urban service districts shall be formed from each city in the con- 
solidation, and such additional area as may be specified by the metropolitan 
commission. Services to be provided in these districts are those generally 
provided, or authorized to be provided by general statutes which apply to 
municipalities in the state of Alabama. 


(3) Service district services shall be financed from revenues collected 
within the district or from revenues which are otherwise secured for such 
services. 


(4) The boundaries of the service districts may be changed by the 
commission whenever the commission determines that a particular area of 
the metropolitan-government needs services of the kind and extent provided 
by another service district and the metropolitan-government is able to provide 
such services. Where the urban service district boundaries are extended, a 
plan for provision of services shall become a part of the resolution. 


F. Assumption of Functions of Special Districts. The metropolitan- 
government created by this proposed amendment, and approved by the voters, 
on 60 days notice, may at any time thereafter assume all functions, rights, 
duties, personnel, property, assets and liabilities of any independent special 
district operating within the geographical jurisdiction of the metropolitan, 
which district may thereupon be dissolved. 


G. State Shared Revenues. The metropolitan-government shall not re- 
ceive less in state grants, general support payments, shared revenues or 
otherwise than the total amount that would have been received by each 
participating government if consolidation had not taken place. Future state 
shared revenues shall be calculated as for counties in the general services 
pice and shall be calculated as for municipalities in the urban services 

istricts. 


H. Powers of metropolitan-government. The metropolitan-government 
shall have all the powers granted to municipal corporations and the county 
governments by the constitution and the laws of the state together with all 
the implied powers necessary to carry into execution all the powers granted. 
The metropolitan-government may acquire property within or without its 
corporate limits for any governmental purpose, in fee simple or any lesser 
interest or estate, by purchase, gift, devise, lease or condemnation, and may 
sell, lease, mortgage, hold, manage and control such property as its interest 
may require, and, except as prohibited by the constitution and the laws of 
this state, the metropolitan-government shall and may exercise all municipal 
and county powers, functions, rights, privileges and immunities of every 
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name and nature whatsoever. The enumeration of particular powers by this 
amendment shall not be deemed to be exclusive but in addition to the powers 
enumerated herein or implied thereby or appropriate to the exercise of such 
powers, it is intended that the metropolitan-government shall have and may 
exercise all powers granted to municipalities and counties under the con- 
stitution and the laws of this state. 


I. Elections. The metropolitan-government shall be governed by a com- 
mission of nine part-time members and a full-time mayor. The election for 
the first officers of the metropolitan-government shall be held on the date 
established by the probate judge. Before such election the governing body 
of the municipalities and the county shall cause the metropolitan area to 
be divided into nine districts containing as nearly as possible an equal 
number of people. The division of the metropolitan-government into districts 
shall be by a committee appointed as follows: three persons appointed by 
the Limestone County Commission; two persons appointed by the Athens 
City Commission; two persons by a committee of mayors from the remaining 
incorporated cities; one person appointed by the Limestone County School 
Board; and one person appointed by the Athens City School Board. Can- 
didates for metropolitan-government offices shall qualify in the manner 
prescribed in the general municipal election laws and shdll have the quali- 
fications and eligibility set forth therein. Each candidate shall announce that 
he is to become a candidate for mayor on a metropolitan-wide basis, or 
commissioner for one of the nine district posts. A candidate for a district 
position shail reside in his district. Each voter in the election may cast one 
vote for a candidate for mayor, and one vote for the candidate from the 
district in which he resides. Any candidate receiving a majority (one more 
than 50 percent) of the total votes cast for mayor, or district post shall be 
elected. In the event no candidate receives a majority there shall be a run- 
off election for such place held in the manner prescribed by the general 
municipal election laws. The commissioner elected shall take office as herein 
provided. Each elected official shall hold office for four years and shall serve 
until his successor shall have been elected and qualified. 


J. Duties of Mayor and Commission. The mayor shall preside at the 
meetings of the commission and shall be recognized as the head of the 
municipal government for all ceremonial purposes and by the governor for 
purpose of military law. A mayor pro tem shall be elected from the mem- 
bership by a majority vote of the commission at its first meeting following 
its election. The mayor pro tem shall act as mayor during the absence or 
disability of the mayor. Any vacancy in the office of the mayor shall be 
filled by the mayor pro tem. Any vacancies on the commission shall be filled 
by the commission at a meeting of the commission within 30 days following 
the date of the vacancy. The election of a new commissioner shall require 
the affirmative vote of at least five members. A vacancy in one of the district 
commission seats shall be filled by a person who shall reside within the 
district from whence the vacancy arose. 


K. Powers of the Mayor. 


(1) All executive and administrative power of the metropolitan govern- 
ment shall be vested in the office of the mayor and such other departments, 
offices, agencies, boards, commissions and authorities as are authorized by 
this amendment or as are recommended by the mayor and are approved by 
the commission. 


(2) The mayor is authorized to supervise and administer all departments, 
offices or agencies created. The mayor shall appoint all departments heads 
and directors subject to approval of a majority of the commission. 
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(3) The mayor shall appoint, subject to commission approval, all mem- 
bers of boards, commissions and authorities of the metropolitan-government. 


(4) The mayor shall recommend all policy, including reports, budgets 
and contracts or obligations, to the commission and shall administer same 
upon commission approval. 


(5) The mayor may appoint aides and staff as may be required subject 
to approval of funds by the commission. 


(6) Upon recommendation of the mayor, the commission shall create 
such departments and offices as may be necessary for the operation of the 
metropolitan-government. 


L. Powers of the Commission. All powers of the metropolitan-govern- 
ment including all powers vested in it by this amendment and by the 
constitution, the general and local laws of this state, and the determination 
of all matters of policy shall be vested in the commission. 


M. Compensation of Mayor and Commissioner. After the first term the 
mayor and each commissioner shall receive as compensation for their services 
the sum established by the metropolitan governing body at least six months 
prior to the date of the election. 


N. Appointment of Metropolitan Manager. 


(1) The mayor shall appoint, subject to commission approval, a met- 
ropolitan manager, who shall be an officer of the metropolitan-government, 
and shall have the powers to perform the duties required. No sitting member 
of the metropolitan-government shall be appointed manager. Any civil service 
act, applicable to the municipality, shall not apply to the appointment or 
the removal of the manager. 


(2) A temporary or acting manager may be designated, subject to com- 
mission approval, to serve for not more than four months in these events, 
but only under the following circumstance: (a) When the first mayor takes 
office after adoption of this amendment or (b) following the removal of any 
permanent metropolitan manager. 


(3) Such temporary acting manager shall perform the duties and assume 
the obligations of the office of manager and may be removed by the com- 
mission at any time. If the commission shall permit the temporary or acting 
manager to serve for longer than four months, he shall become the permanent 
manager. 


(4) Any person appointed as acting manager or as manager need not 
be a resident of the county (metropolitan jurisdiction) nor a resident of the 
state of Alabama at the time of his appointment. 


(5) The metropolitan manager shall be appointed for an indefinite term, 
and may be removed by a vote of the commission. Any such removal shall 
be subject to any agreements contained in a contract between the mayor 
and the manager, as approved by the commission. 


O. General Officers. The offices of sheriff, revenue commissioner, license 
commissioner, and probate judge as established by the constitution or by 
statute are maintained. The salary of each office shall be set by the commission 
in accord with general law. The terms of office of these officers shall not be 
affected by this amendment and their subsequent election shall follow the 
general election laws of the state. 
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P. Elective Officers. 


(1) The sheriff shall have such duties as prescribed by Alabama law 
except that the sheriff shall not be the chief conservator of peace. The 
function of chief conservator of peace is transferred to the chief of police 
as provided for by the metropolitan-government. The sheriff shall be re- 
sponsible for the jail(s) and the serving process. All fees, commissions, 
emoluments and perquisites of the office of sheriff shal] accrue to the 
metropolitan-government. 


(2) The revenue commissioner shall have such duties as prescribed by 
Alabama law including the appraisal, assessment, and collection of real and 
personal property taxes. 


(3) The license commissioner shall have such duties as are now assigned 
to that function and such duties relating to licenses and fees as may be 
assigned by the policy body of the metropolitan-government in the future. 


Q. Probate Judge. Nothing in this amendment shall have effect upon 
the judicial powers and functions of the probate judge as provided by the 
general laws. All fees, commissions, emoluments and perquisites of the office 
of probate judge shall accrue to the metropolitan-government. 


R. Transition. 


(i) Generai—The transition peziod shall be directed by the provisi 
contained herein. The level of services during transition shall not be below 
the level of service previously provided by the respective government. 


(2) Functions of the Service Districts—(a) Not later than six (6) months 
after assuming office, the commission shall adopt a plan for the reorganization 
of service operations on a county-wide basis, so that the general service 
district shall receive services, (including, but not limited to: streets and roads, 
refuse disposal, police, parks and recreation), which are customarily furnished 
by a county government in a metropolitan area, and the urban service district 
shall receive services, (including, but not limited to: additional police pro- 
tection, additional transportation, street lighting, and street cleaning) which 
are customarily furnished by a city in a metropolitan area. The plan to 
combine services and functions should aim toward effectiveness, efficiency, 
and equity in the assignment of both services and functions. 


(b) The governmental services and functions to be rendered throughout 
the general service district shall include: general administration, police, fire, 
courts, jails, assessment, health, welfare, hospitals, streets and roads, traffic, 
schools, parks and recreation, library, auditorium, airport, public housing, 
urban redevelopment, planning, growth management controls, zoning, Elec- 
trical Code, Building Code, Plumbing Code, Housing Code, electricity, refuse 
disposal, and taxicab regulation. 


(c) The additional services and functions to be rendered within the 
urban service district shall include, but not be limited to: additional police 
protection, transportation, fire protection, waste water, street lighting, street 
cleaning, and refuse collections. 


(3) The Commission—(a) The first elected commission shall assume 
office on ninety days following election. The beginning salary for each 
commission member shall be $100.00 per month. 


(b) In the interim between the election and the assuming of office, the 
first commission is authorized to hold meetings conducted under guidelines 
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determined by the commission, establish committees, and plan for the initial 
organization and staffing of the commission. Each member shall receive a 
sum of twenty dollars ($20) per day in which a meeting was held, during 
this period. 


(c) All ordinances and resolutions of the city of Athens, which are not 
inconsistent with the terms and provisions of this amendment, shall be 
effective as the ordinances and resolutions governing the urban service district 
until they have been amended, repealed, or modified. All resolutions affecting 
Limestone County, not inconsistent with the terms and provisions of this 
amendment shall have legal effect in the general service district until repealed, 
amended, or modified. 


(d) All local laws and general laws of local application affecting the city 
of Athens or Limestone County shall continue to have legal effect, unless 
they are inconsistent with the terms and provisions of this amendment. In 
the event that they are inconsistent, the amendment shall control. 


(e) Within the three (3) year period following the effective date of this 
amendment, the commission shall systematically review the ordinances, res- 
olutions, and local laws and general laws of local application of the former 
governments. All ordinances and resolutions of the former governments which 
the commission has not adopted, modified, or amended for inclusion in a 
new metropolitan code by October 1, 1990, shall be considered null and void 
after that date. In addition, the commission shall request that the Limestone 
County Legislative Delegation make a review to determine whether additional 
local laws should be repealed if deemed inconsistent or unnecessary to the 
operation of the government. 


(4) The Mayor—(a) The first mayor shall officially assume office ninety 
days following the election as called by the probate judge and his term of 
office shall be four years. 


(b) Following the election, the mayor-elect shall meet with the finance, 
personnel, law, and planning staffs of the city and county for the purpose 
of proceeding with the preparation of forms, materials, and procedures 
necessary to the official establishment, fiscal functioning and administrative 
organization of the government. The beginning salary of the mayor shall be 
$42,500.00 per annum. 


(c) During the transition period from election to assuming office, the 
following provisions apply: 


(1) The mayor shall receive half of the regular monthly salary. 


(2) All employees and agencies of the former governments shall cooperate 
with and assist the mayor-elect, who shall be entitled to examine all records, 
files, and other data pertinent to a smooth transition. 


(3) It shall be the duty of the county, and the city of Athens to equally 
divide the costs to provide the mayor-elect with staff as it may deem necessary 
and with suitable office space. 


(5) Executive Departments—(a) When any agency of the city of Athens 
or Limestone County is abolished or merged by official act all assets, contracts, 
franchises, books, papers, maps, charts, plans, records, equipment and other 
property in the possession of same shall be delivered to the agency to which 
its rights, powers, duties and obligations are transferred. In case of controversy 
between two or more agencies as to the rightful possession of such records 
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and equipment, the property shall be transferred to such agency as the mayor 
shall direct. 


(b) Except as otherwise provided by this amendment, all existing rules 
and regulations of departments and agencies of the city of Athens and the 
county of Limestone not inconsistent with this amendment shall be effective 
as rules and regulations of the appropriate department, division or agency 
of the government until they have been repealed, modified, or amended. 


(c) Except as otherwise provided, all contracts orders, leases and other 
obligations entered into by the city or the county shall continue in full force 
and effect according to their respective terms as obligations and rights of 
the government. 


(d) No pending action or proceeding of any nature by or against the 
city or the county or any agency or department shall be abated or otherwise 
affected by the adoption and implementation of this amendment. To that 
end, the metropolitan-government shall stand substituted as a party in lieu 
of the former governments. 


(e) If the commission disapproves the initial organization as recom- 
mended by the mayor, the mayor shall submit a revised organization plan 
no later than fifteen (15) working days after disapproval by the commission. 


(6) Boards, Commissions, and Authorities—(a) The mayor shall appoint 


promptly and at least within thirty (30) days after assuming office, all 


members of vuards, cominissions, and authorities authorized. Unless abolished 
by recommendation of the mayor and approval of the commission, all boards, 
commissions, and authorities of the city and the county are continued for 
a period of six (6) months after the effective assumption of office by 
metropolitan-government. Any board, commission, or authority which has 
not otherwise been provided for shall cease to exist at the end of the six 
(6) months unless the commission extends or creates the board, commission, 
or authority by ordinance or resolution where specified by general law. 


(b) Boards, commission, and authorities created by Limestone County 
or the city of Athens under provision of state law, including the Industrial 
Development Board, who have issued bonds are continued under provisions 
of the state law under which they were created, with the same terms and 
conditions in relation to the metropolitan-government as existed with the 
city/county or both prior to unification. All bonds and other obligations 
which have been issued by such boards, commissions, or authorities shall 
remain the obligation of the issuing authorities and are not affected by the 
adoption of this amendment. 


(c) Utility districts shall continue to be governed by general state law 
and nothing in this amendment alters the operation or bonds of utility 
districts, except in accordance with general state law. 


S. Planning and Land Use Controls. 


(1) A planning commission shall be established and shall have authority 
to institute, under the general laws of the state, land use controls for the 
metropolitan-government. The planning commission shall consist of nine 
members, one member appointed from each of the nine election districts. 


(2) The planning commission shall be the comprehensive planning agency 
and shall administer a metropolitan-wide planning program which includes 
zoning subdivision regulations in accord with municipal laws of the state of 
Alabama. Such shall have effect in each service district established. 
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T. Schools. 


(1) Within eighteen months from the time metropolitan-government is 
placed in effect, the respective school boards of the city and the county shall 
plan for and implement a metropolitan-government school district which 
effects the merger of the two existing districts in accordance with existing 
procedure in Alabama statutes for such mergers. 


(2) The plan for merger shall include provisions for an equitable col- 
lection and distribution of taxes for educational funding. The plan for merger 
shall also include provisions for nine elected board members, one from each 
of the metropolitan election districts, and a superintendent appointed by the 
board. The superintendent shall not be a member of the board. The met- 
ropolitan school board shall have the power to do all things necessary and 
proper for the operation of an accredited school system within the framework 
of Alabama laws and regulations governing schools. 


U. (1) The budget and tax levy of the former city of Athens shall serve 
as the budget and tax levy for the urban service district for the fiscal year 
in which metropolitan-government is implemented. The budget and tax levy 
of the former county of Limestone shall serve as the budget and tax levy 
for the general service district for the fiscal year in which metropolitan- 
government is implemented. Amendments to both the operating and capital 
improvements budgets during the 1987-1988 fiscal year may be made by the 
mayor and approved by the commission for either the urban service district 
or the general service district in accordance with general law. 


(2) All bonds issued by the city of Athens prior to the effective date 
of this amendment shall be assigned to the urban service district. All bonds 
issued by Limestone County prior to the effective date of this amendment 
shall be assigned to the general service district. In the event that the 
boundaries of the urban service district are expanded prior to the redemption 
of all bonded indebtedness incurred prior to the effective date of this amend- 
ment, the commission shall insure through the provision of special service 
districts that the outstanding bonds are redeemed by a property tax within 
the area where the bond was originally issued. 


(3) The first proposed budgets for the government shall be prepared by 
the mayor and submitted to the commission by the mayor on the first 
commission meeting after taking office and shall be adopted by October 1, 
1988. 


V. (1) All permanent full-time and permanent part-time employees of 
the city or county including employees of any department, board, commission, 
authority or agency shall become employees of the metropolitan-government 
and shall be assigned duties as similar in nature as may be practicable within 
the metropolitan-government upon the effective date of this amendment. 
Employees of boards, commissions, or authorities, which have been estab- 
lished in response to federal or state legislation who are not employees of 
the city or county governments at the time of the adoption of this amendment 
shall not be employees of the metropolitan-government. In no case shall any 
permanent full-time or permanent part-time employee receive salary, wage, 
or benefits lower than that received immediately prior to the effective date 
of this amendment. Nor shall any permanent full-time employee be subject 
to any civil service examination or certification requirements except those 
pertaining to promotion or change of classification after initial entry into 
the classified civil service. Employees not previously covered by civil service 
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status six (6) months after the effective date of the metropolitan imple- 
mentation. 


(2) All of the permanent full-time employees shall continue as appointees 
of the unit to which the power and duties of the unified unit are transferred 
and shall continue to perform their usual duties until otherwise directed. 
When employees from two or more units are combined in a single department, 
office, or division, particular attention shall be paid to the level of training 
and experience of the employee who is being assigned in relation to others 
within the unit. The holding of a specific title within either of the units to 
be combined shall not guarantee the maintenance of that title within the 
new unified unit. In no case should job qualifications or specifications be 
lowered simply to provide placement of an employee of the present govern- 
mental unit. Any employees aggrieved by their assignment shall be entitled 
to appeal. 


(3) All questions and problems arising under this section shall be resolved 
by the mayor until Personnel Policies and Rules have been established and 
adopted by the commission; provided no actions shall impair or diminish 
the salary and benefits of employees. 


Section 2. The provisions of this amendment shall have no force and 
effect unless it shall first be unanimously approved by at least three-fifths 


vote of the elected members of each house and unanimously anproved hy 


the local constitutional amendment commission. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in each newspaper qualified to run legal notices 
in the county affected. 


Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next general, special, constitutional or county election in Limestone 
County after the expiration of three months from final adjournment of the 
current session of the legislature. The election shall be held in accordance 
with the provisions of Amendment 425 to the Constitution of 1901, and the 
general election laws of this state. In the event this proposed constitutional 
amendment is not deemed to be a local proposed constitutional amendment 
pursuant to said Amendment 425, and the provisions hereof are voted upon 
in a statewide election, then, in order for this proposed amendment to become 
valid, legal and adopted, a majority of the qualified electors of Limestone 
County voting thereon, and a majority of the qualified electors of the City 
of Athens voting thereon must both vote in favor of the proposed amendment, 
otherwise the amendment will not become legally operative.

Section 1. 


(a) Any person 21 years of age or over who is on active duty, in active 
reserve status or retired from the armed forces of the United States, or the 
dependent of such person, or is otherwise eligible to purchase alcoholic 
beverages from military package or liquor stores, shall be entitled to have 
in his possession, in his motor vehicle, or a private residence or place of 
private residence or the curtilage thereof in any county in this state, for his 
own private use and not for resale, not more than the following quantity of 
alcoholic beverages as defined in § 28-3-1, which beverages have been sold 
by a military liquor, package, class 6 or similar store or outlet: three liters 
of liquor and one case of beer; or three liters of wine and one case of beer; 
or two cases of beer; provided, however, that no alcoholic beverages shall be 
kept, stored or possessed in the passenger area of any vehicle, or in the view 
of any passenger; and further provided that the beer and table wine must 
first have been purchased by the military package or liquor stores from 
licensed Alabama wholesalers, and liquor and fortified wine must first have 
been purchased by the military package and liquor stores from the Alabama 
ABC Board; and shall have sufficient identification, including but not limited 
to a sales receipt, to show that such alcoholic beverages were purchased in 
Alabama and sold by such military store or outlet; provided further that no 
rule or regulation of the Board shall require a wholesaler to affix stamps or 
decals to beer or table wine. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person in possession of alcoholic beverages 
as enumerated in subsection (a) of this section to sell or offer to sell such 
alcoholic beverages to anyone not authorized to purchase such state untaxed 
beverages himself or to have in his possession at any one time any amount 
of state untaxed alcoholic beverages in excess of the quantity set forth in 
subsection (a) of this section. Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less than 
$50.00 nor more than $500.00, or imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
not to exceed six months, either or both, at the discretion of the court.

I am returning House Bill No. 31 herewith without my signature for 
the following reasons: 


1. House Bill No. 31 is a local bill affecting only employees of Randolph 
County which amends a general law providing retirement benefits for all 
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state employees. Such bills are clearly unconstitutional under Section 105 
of the Alabama Constitution as interpreted and applied in Peddycoart v. 
City of Birmingham, 345 So. 2d 808 (Ala. 1978) and the courts have 
consistently fled such acts unconstitutional including acts relating to Cull- 
man, Cleburne, and Lowndes Counties. 


2. The Retirement Systems’ fiduciary obligation to its members obligates 
it to challenge the constitutionality of such laws. However, neither I, nor 
the Retirement Systems are opposed to similar provisions being enacted on 
a statewide basis in the form of a general bill. 


3. If allowed to become law, litigation would no doubt arise and such 
litigation is costly and will unnecessarily involve the participation and expense 
of numerous state and local attorneys as well as state court personnel. I am 
told by the Alabama Retirement Systems that the prospect of upholding the 
provisions of this act are doubtful and, therefore, I veto House Bill 31.

One member to be appointed by the Alabama association of broadcasters; 
The chairman of the state democratic party; 

The chairman of the state republican party; and 

The secretary of state; 


Three members of the house of representatives to be appointed by the 
speaker of the house, one of whom shall be black; 
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Three members of the senate appointed by the lieutenant governor, one 
of whom shall be black. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the secretary of state shall be 
designated the state chief election officer and shall serve as chairman of the 
committee and shall appoint a vice chairman from the other members of 
the committee. The secretary of state’s office shall provide technical and 
clerical assistance and support for the committee.

HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Legislature makes the fol- 
lowing finding of facts: 


1. A genuine funding crisis exists in certain state agencies, those agencies 
being: Mental Health, Medicaid, Human Resources, and the Department of 
Public Health. 


2. That these agencies provide essential state services that if not main- 
tained will result in tremendous human suffering and possibly the loss of 
lives of the citizens of the State of Alabama. 


3. The Governor of the State of Alabama, the Alabama Legislature, and 
the citizens of the State of Alabama will not stand by and allow these 
essential services to be dismantled. 


4, This crisis in state funding exists because of a decline in projected 
revenue due to a reduction in interest earnings on state deposits and a 
substantial decline in oil and gas severance taxes which would accrue to the 
state’s general fund. 


5. The Legislature further determines that these funding crises that exist 
from time to time are caused not only by lack of revenue growth, but by 
the budgetary and revenue projection methods utilized by the Alabama 
Legislature. 


6. The Legislature has determined that the method by which revenue 
projections are forecast is not as accurate as is desirable and does not serve 
the best overall interest of all the citizens of the State of Alabama. 


7. The Legislature further determines that the stability and the accurate 
predictability of revenue growth are equally important and the failure to 
properly estimate projected revenue can be equally as harmful to the budgetary 
process as the lack of growth in revenues themselves. 


THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLA- 
TURE OF ALABAMA, That there is hereby created a Blue Ribbon Com- 
mission to be appointed in the following fashion: 


Three (3) members of this commission shall be appointed by the current 
Speaker of the House of Representatives; three (3) members of this com- 
mission shall be appointed by the present Lieutenant Governor; the Lieu- 
tenant Governor elected in the general election in November, 1986, shall 
serve on this commission and shall appoint three (3) members to serve on 
this commission; the Governor, elected in the general election in November, 
1986, shall appoint seven (7) members from throughout the State who will 
comprise the membership of this commission.

2. The spending patterns that have evolved in state government over 
the past decade and any recommendations the commission deems appropriate 
for the future. 


3. A comprehensive review of the tax system in Alabama including any 
recommendations for tax simplification, fairness and revenue needs for the 
future. 


4. A comprehensive review of the overall operation of state government, 
designed to make recommendations to eliminate any waste, inefficiencies and 
mismanagements that might exist in any agency or department. 


5. The Governor elected in the General Election of November, 1986, 
shall be an ex officio member of said commission and shall call and preside 
at the first meeting of the commission, at which the Commission shall 
determine how the Chairman is to be selected. 


6. Each legislative member of the commission shall be entitled to his 
regular legislative compensation, his per diem and travel expenses for each 
day he attends a meeting of the commission which shall be paid out of any 
funds appropriated to the use of the legislature, upon warrants drawn on 
the state comptroller upon requisitions signed by the commission’s chairman, 
provided, however, that members shall not receive additional legislative 
compensation or per diem when the legislature is in session or if a member 
is being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other 
state business.
